Saltonstall Poll Shows 
Desire For Oil Refinery 


Senator William L. Saltonstall 
(R-Manchester) has released the 
results of the opinion question- 
naire conducted this fall. The 
questionnaire sought public opi- 
nion on several issues which will 
be the subject of legislation in the 
1975 session, including public 
financing of campaigns, siting of 
oil refineries, decriminalization 
of marijuana, and regional 
government. 

“This kind of information 
makes a great deal of difference 
to me, not only in the actual 
resolution of issues but also it 
helps tell me where I should put 
in my time,’’ said Saltonstall. 
However, he regretted that there 
was not a greater response to the 
questionnaire. It was printed in 
several newspapers in the dis- 
trict and distributed by hand 
although some areas were better 
covered than others. 

The poll showed a strong 
preference for an oil refinery in 
Massachusetts and for oil drilling 
off the coast. Respondants also 
favored the siting of a refinery in 
Essex county though by a 
smaller margin. 

On the decriminalization of 
marijuana, the Senator didn’t ex- 
pect the vote to be so close. ‘I 
hope i have also raised the 
problem to many people of how 
marijuana is to be distributed if 
it is ever to be decriminalized. 
This is a significant question - 
should it be done privately or by 
the state? The poll suggests the 
latter and I agree,’ said the 
Manchester Republican. 
Saltonstall is opposed to the 
decriminalization of marijuana. 

Saltonstall noted the large sup- 
port for more regionalization in 
government. ‘‘Only by working 
together can the cities and towns 
plan and afford the water, sewer 
and transportation services they 
will need years from now.” 
Saltonstall currently chairs a 
Land Use Subcommittee which is 
considering regional proposals 
for land use systems. The volun- 
tary participation of com- 
munities, if workable, is 
preferable to most people in the 
Senator’s area according to the 
poll. ‘‘Personally, I prefer this 
approach and hope we can use it 
wherever possible. Home rule 
has always been important to us 
here in New England.” 

In response to the second ques- 
tion, Saltonstall felt that the vote 
for the public disclosure of can- 
didate’s finances reflects an in- 
creasing suspiciousness of 
government. ‘‘Undoubtedly the 
Watergate incidents have 


demonstrated the injustice of. 


conflicts of interest to the elec- 
torate. No elected official can 
have any reservations about dis- 
closing conflicts. However, my 
concern has been that the out- 
right public disclosure of per- 
sonal finances will discourage 
some from running for office.

Promotes 
Recycling 
Operations 


State Senator William L. 
Saltonstall (R-Manchester) last 
week filed a package of recycling 
and solid waste legislation for the 
1975 legislative session. Several 
of Saltonstall’s bills aim to en- 
courage the construction of 
regional recycling plants both on 
the North Shore and elsewhere in 
the state. Resource recovery 
plants, as they are called, collect 
large quantities of solid waste 
and recycle it to produce usable 
paper, glass, and scrap metal, as 
well as fuel from the burning of 
the residue. 

Saltonstall filed a major bill 
for the Southern Essex Solid 
Waste Council, a planning group 
that includes Beverly, Danvers, 
Essex, Gloucester, Lynnfield, 
Manchester, Marblehead, 
Middleton, Nahant, Peabody, 
Rockport, Salem and 
Swampscott. The bill would set 
up a South Essex Solid Waste 
District with membership sub- 
ject to local approval and would 
allow the district to float tax- 
exempt revenue bonds for the 
construction by a private con- 
tractor of a resource recovery 
facility in the district. 

‘We now have the technology 
to do away with our mountains of 
trash and make useful things 
from it,’’ Saltonstall stated. ‘But 
building the plants to do this is a 
costly business. Authorizing the 
use of tax-exempt revenue bonds 
will lower the cost of capital 
needed to build these projects. At 
the same time it will protect the 
member communities and the 
state by backing these loans with 
the revenues from the project 
and not by pledging the credit of 
the communities or of the state,”’ 
Saltonstall said. 

A second Saltonstall bill would 
set up a statewide resource 
recovery agency with revenue 
bonding powers to loan money to 
any city, town, district or 
private contractor for the 
purchase or construction of 
waste management projects.

Power Saw. 
Safety 


There are over 50 million 
power tools in use in workshops 
throughout the country by 
everyone from weekend han- 
dymen to professional 
carpenters. The U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission es- 
limates that over 40,000 people 
annually receive hospital 
emergency room treatment for 
injuries sustained from either 


stationary or powered portable . 


saws. 
The most frequent injuries are 
cuts to the hand, but often they 
are more serious and result in ac- 
cidental amputation of fingers. 
Failure to ensure that electrical- 
ly powered saws are properly 
and adequately grounded can 
result in a fatal shock. 
Malfunctioning parts, such as 
safety guards on portable cir- 
cular saws which fail to retract 
after the cut is made, may result 
in an accident. However, from in- 
depth investigations, the Com- 
mission has found many power 
saw accidents happen because of 
improper use or inattention by 
the person operating the saw. 
Many accident vitims had their 
hands drawn into the blade as 
they looked away for just a mo- 
ment. 
When operating a table saw, 
keep the surrounding area free of 
sawdust and scraps. One man 
slipped on some accumulated 
sawdust and tried to break his 
fall by grabbing the table. 
instead, his hand hit the blade 
and several fingers were cut off. 
Always use the guards that are 
furnished with saws and use 
push-sticks during ripping 
operations. Safety glasses help 
protect eyes from flying chips of 
wood or metal and will keep saw- 
dust from temporarily blinding 
the operator. 
When changing a blade, clean- 
ing or repairing a saw, unplug it 
first. In some cases, people turn- 
ed off the switch, started work- 
ing on the saw and mistakenly 
turned the switch back on. 
Develop a healthy respect for 
any power saw, remembering 
that it was designed to cut wood 
and can even more easily cut 
through human flesh and bone.

Some 70 per cent of the 
Nation’s crude oil remains un-

American Automobile Associa- 
tion.

Needs Are 


Examined 


Essex County Commissioners 
are studying the possible acquisi- 
tion of an office building at 375 
Common St. in Lawrence, next to 
the Lawrence District Court, to 
expand the court and Registry of 
Deeds. 

The Commissioners voted this 
past week to hire an appraiser 
after Judge Joseph F’. Bacigalupo 
and court officers told of the 
critical space needs. 

Asst. County Planner Thomas 
C. Goff, Jr., presented the Com- 
missioners with a report setting 
forth that the hiring of Attorneys 
to represent indigent defendants 
will result in ‘‘substantial 
savings’’ to the county rather 
than the present system of judges 
assigning lawyers at a fee to do 
the work. Essex County expects 
to expend $200,000 this year on 
the defense of indigents. 

Commissioners urged

Bill Would Alter 
School Funding Method 


Although MTA filed a similar 
piece of legislation last year, 
Hebert explained this year’s ver- 
sion differs in that the state 
takeover will stop at 75 per cent, 
not at 90 per cent and a section 
has been added to provide for 
educationally disadvantaged 
youngsters. 

MTA is also filing a companion 
tax relief proposal which would 
reduce the state income tax 
liability for senior citizens and 
persons of low income who pay 
relatively high property taxes. 

Other important MTA 

proposals that will be considered 
by next year’s legislature include 
a teacher’s Bill of Rights, un- 
employment compensation for 
teachers who lose jobs as a result 
of declining pupil population, 
maternity leave for teachers, a 
limited right to strike for public 
employees, a salary increase for 
college and university faculty 
members and a bill that would in- 
crease benefits of survivors of 
state employees to levels more 
nearly approximating those in 
the Social Security system.
